ravifhing Joy and Amazement fhall we behold the

into fatal Security ; thefe with their Neighbour Se/f-- 


conceit, promife thofe they deceive fine things for 


them hereafter ; ‘but when Death comes, as a Ser-- 
geant or Bayliff to Arreft and carry them away to the: 
high Tribunal of Juftice, they will then, tho’ tom 
late, {ee their Diabolical Errours, and even before 
hand, ‘feel the preffure of their deferved. Doom :: 
then will they wifh they had not by falfe Doctrine 
' contemn’d God, nor by falfe Lies, Stories, andl 
Scoffs, trampled upon his Neighbour. 

The Scripture(by way of Similitude) advifes all tax 
agree with their’ Adverfary in time, and fo to avoid!

©nor Ear heard, ‘neither can it enter into the Heart of 
Man to conceive, the unfpeakble Joys the Souls of 
»Joft Meniand: Angels enjoy in thofe Eternal Manfions 
of Glorywhich Chbrift hath in his Fathers Houfe 
prepar’d for all thofe that love him, and his appear- 
ance at his fecond coming at the laft Day to judge the 
Quick and the Dead, as I have elfe where explain’d, 
and fhallalfo more at ‘lat ge fet forth in thea ftrological 
Part following, wherein alfo I will give you to un- 
deritand how the Glais of Life runs out. 

As. Aitrology proceeds from the Stars, fo Theolo- 
gy has its Origin from God, the great Creator’ of 
thofe lucid Bodies, from whom there may*be by a 
Spiritual Alchimy extrated many ‘Uheological Veri- 
tiesand Dottrines, touching the Omnipotency, Wif- 
dom, and Goodnefs of their Maker: For what can 
more prove the vaft Power or Omnipotency of God, 
than the Creation of fach vaft and immence Orbs 
out of nothing? What greater Argument of infinite 
Wifdom, than the Order and Harmony of the Hea- 
vens ? And what can more demonftrate the Good- 
nefs of God, than his making the Heavens of fuch a 
Benign and ufeful Influence and Nature? 

Many are of Opinion, that the Stars by their In- 
fluence govern Men, the inferior World, and all 
things therein, but ’ tis an undeniable Truth, which 
all Men ought’ to underitand and knew, that God 
not only governs Man, and all inferior beings, but 
alfo the Stars , and all "that is above. His Power is 
unlimited ; tis beyond the Reach of our Capafity te 
comprehend the things he is pleafedtodo. His Di- 
vine Will and Pheafure ever was and will be done, in 
all Times and Places on Earth, as it is in Heaven. 
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_ Our Saviour called the A ftrologers Fools, for dift 
cerning the Face of the Heavens; but did not diff 
cern the time prefent, and now alfo is that is, the 
_ Golpel, wherein the Stars have not the Influence they, 
_ formerly had, by reafon that Chriftianschave more 
confidence en our Saviour, rely upon God, iand there: 
fore are more immediately govern’d by* his Good. 
nefs, Mercy, and holy Infpirations, than by Starry 
Influences, which are very remote, and confequently 
_ very, weak in their Operations) << 4:cjs. 0 <5 
Befides, it is believed, that the Influence of the 
Heavenly Bodies, through Time,.are become lef 
Powerful , and that therefore Animals and Vegita-- 
bles have lefS Virtue in them than they formerly had :: 
and this is confirm’d, . for that the univerfal deluge,. 
or Woak’s Flood, wafhed-away much of the prolifick 
quality .or fruitfulnefs of the Earth, which before 
mourifhed the Herbs, all forts of Grain, ‘Plants, andi 
Fruit-Trees ; for want. of which Nourifhment, andi 
thro’ Age, the Earth becomes Barren, by which 
their vertues are diminifhed, and are neither fo good! 
nor large as in the Old world: A notable Inftance of 
_ the Verity of this appears in the Holy Land, which: 
was once the moft fruitful Land in the World, till! 
(God withdrew the Bleflings of the Heavens from itis 
then it foon became Barren, as indeed all other Places. 
would, if not cultivated with Gods Blefing ; for if 
God fhould withdraw his blefled- Influence from afy 
other Place, as he did from that of Judea, the Effect 
would be the fame, tho’ the Stars are one and the 
game in their Motions, and enlighten that Part of 
the World, as well as others more Fruitful, with. 
their glorious Brightnefs. - What’s the reafon then 
that they do not now produce Plenty in Hraelas well 
a? jormerty, or as well as in other Parts of the 
CO Lt Nt terre nt tn Meee en World 
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World fince Ewer blefted tidied: of appeiiion en 
! lightens all Parts of the Earth? laniwer, God alone 
., plenty to thofe that. cultivate and drefs the 

arth, praying to him, and depending on him for 
Bleflings upon their Labours, more than on the In- 
fluence of the Planets, who are fubordinate to his 
Will and Pleafure : for Pan! plants, and Apollo waters, 
but its God that gives the encreafe. Therefore Bar- 
-zennefS,and the decay of Virtue in Vegitables,do not 
fo immediately proceed from any defeét thro” Age, 
or from Starry Influences, as from Gods, withdraw- 
ing his Bleflings from this or that Land. Hence it 
alfo follows, that Herbs have not their Virtues or 
Qualities encreafed by being fown or gathered, in 
fuch a Planetary Hour, as fome too fuperftitioully 
eprcnge but from the Bleffing that God difpenfes to © 

em. ° 

In the newTeftament we are forbidden to obferve days, 
as the Heathens did, who thought one Day more a- 
dapted to fuch an "AGion or Work than another ; 5 
therefore the Days of the Week, as attributed to be 
under fuch or fuch a Planet, ought no more to be © 
obferved than the Arabian Aftrological Fancy of Pla-_ 
natary Hours for Gathering, Cutting, Grafting, or 
Sowing, the feafon of the Year and Weather, being 
only worthy ofa Wife Mans Confideration in his af- 
fairs, which will in all Probability be m the beft. 
Pofture, when he is more folicitous about the Works ~ 
of Righteoufnefs and Heaven, than the Interefts and 
Concerns ofthis World. 

Befides, the ftriGeft obferver of Planetary Thies 
and Influences, will find the greateft Incertainty in 
them; therehas been many Alterations in the World 
fince the Creation: The fixed Stars, as they are call’d, 
have not only ARGS & their Places, but their Signs 
B 4 alfo ; 
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alfo ; the Motions of the Planets have been altered ax 
well as Days, as when the Sun'and Moon ftood ftill 
for the Space of a whole Day , the Sun has gone back 

‘the Sabbath forward to the firft Day of the Week: 
‘Thefe things confider’d, how then can there be any 
certainty in their Planatary Days or Hours, or int 

‘deed in any Starry Influences, by which, as fome aflertt 

Men and the World are sovern’d. Can there bei 
more fignified by them, than what God Almighty 
has appointed them for, "as to run their Courfes, for 
Days and for Years? he has fet them for Signs anc 
for Seafons, to divide the Day from the Night ; in 

‘all which they ftill obey the irrefiftable Command 

_ of their Creator. 

There is nothing more certain, than that the Time 
of Creation is altogether uncertain, which fhews the 
Folly of fome Aftrologers, who thought there was 
fuch an abfolute Revolution of the Planets, that 
they were all got into the refpettive Places they pot: 
felled at the Time of the Worlds'G reation, upon the 
31 of March 1698 about 7 of the Clock at Night, tho’ 
at that Time the Sun was Eclips’d in his Exaltation. 

_ | conclude therefore, that the Sun begun his Courfé 
in Aries, about the twentieth Day of April, accor- 
ding as we now reckon the Month and Days of our 

Sylian Year ; for by Afronomical Calculation that’s 

found to be the fourth Day of the firft Week, and 

firft Day alfo of the vernal Equinox, when the Years 
from the Creation be rightly reckoned; fo that the 
rth of April feems to me to be the firit Day of the 

Worlds Creation, 3948 Years before the beginning 

of the common - 4a of Chrifts Birth. 

© Jn my Opinion, if in any thing _Ajfrology be ufeful 

belides Phyfick, ’tis by the Obfervation of the great 

Ech pies of the ‘Liminaries, Conjupttions, Gommets, 
, and 
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and Blazing Stars, which, tho’ with great uncertainty 
to Time, forewarn Mortals of future Deftryction, 
Revolutions in Kingdoms or Calamities impending ; 
fome of which have after thofe Accidents of the Pla- 
nets and Meteors, been obferv’d to happen to People 
or Cattel in divers Places of the World, but feldom 
to all Places at one and the fame time; for when there _ 
was a Famine in Canaan, there was Cornin Egypt. 

* God has promifed that there fhould be Seed and 
Harveit to theEnd of the World, yet there may bea 
great fcarcity of all manner of Eatables in many Parts 
‘of the World, thro’ unfeafonablenefs of Weather, 
Wars, and Devaftations , but that which is molt e- 
{pecially to be feared, is fome mortal Sweeping Di- 
ftemper and Epidemical Difeafe, ‘if the Judgment be 
not averted and timely prevented by fervent Prayer, 
and the daily Supplications of the Houfhold of Faith 
and Righteoufnefs, to Almighty God, that he may 
withdraw the effects of his heavy Indignation from us; 
hisJudgments are ever temper’d with Mercy, for when 
ever his Anger is kindled againft the Inhabitants of — 

the Earth, ufually (thro’ Mercy ) he gives Notice un- 

to them by fuch ftrange Phenomena’s and dreadful Ap- 

paritions, as Comets, Corufcations, & Blazing Stars, 

before the mighty Blow be given, due to the Weak- 

-nefs of our faith and heinous Immoralities of our Acti- 
ons, hereby fhewing, That He wills not the Death of 

a Sinner, but rather that he Repent: We is indeed a mer- 
ciful God, flow to Anger, and long Suffering 5 but — 
-withall, dreadful to thofe that will not obey hisWord, 
nor take notice of his forewarnings; fuch are fure in © 
the End to feel the weight of his heavy difpleafure , 
but when, or in what kind of Afflictions he will pour 
down the Viols of his Wrath, no Man knows, fince - 
his Determination and facred Dectees are mpiearch-

able 5 all Aftrological, Philofophical forefight anc 
_ confidération in this Cafe is fhort Sighted. He even 
did and do’s nfually withhold his Hand for a times 
to fee whether the Inhabitants of the Earth will turri 
from their Evil ways and Repent, and cry and cal) 
upon him for Mercy ; and to as many as treat witt! 
Him by Prayer, Yhankfgiving, good Works, Re: 
formation, and, Humiliation, He difpenfes the Hea:. 
venly Dew of his Mercy, and by a kind Admittance 
into his Divine favour, exempts#hem from the Seve: 
rity of his Indignation: Therefore, it lies not im 
the Stars, wooden Gods, nor Man, to avert the 
impending Judgments of God; for the only way tc 
be fafe, is, to keep his Commandments ; this is the 
true Theology of Aftrological portents, whereby;

Comets, and other irregular, or at beft, unufual 
Productions of Nature, which are no more tham 
Signs and Tokens of Gods Difpleafure againft the: 
Wicked, whom, as Enemies, he will overthrow when

_ The Stars and Planets are to give Light, the greater 
vo the Day, and the leffer to the Night, which is the: 
End for which God made them, and to this End they, 
_ are preferv’d moving about in their due regulan 
Courfe and Order, for Days and for Years, to the 
End of the World. *Tis Stars that regulate the 
Seafons: Thus we have Summer by the Proximity of 
the Sun to us; and when he is at a greater diftance 
from us, then we have fhorter Days, and colder: 
Weather than at other Times; and this we call 
Winter. Let thisand what I fhall add Heareafter be 
Satisfactory for all Rational Men; tho Aftrologers 
pretend totell what Fatality attends moft Places of the

prone to Leachery, Quarreling, and other Mifchiefs, 
when fober, and in their natural Temper imprint- 
ed on them, as you fay by their Stars, and confe- 
quently apter to receive their Influence, than when. 
Drunk; yet, ‘tis evident, there is more Mifcief 
then done, ‘than when Men are fober; therefore ’tis 
the Liquor that inclines their Minds, and not the 
Planets. Hence the Apoftle bids us beware of Drun- 
pene Sovieiting, and all worldly Cares for this Life, 
And our Saviour bids us take no Care for to Mor- 
vow > Who knows then what the enfuing Day may 
produce, or what will be the fuccefs of any Affair ?: 
~ Man is called a Aficrocofm, a little World, refemb- 
ling the Adacracofm or greater World from whence 
he was taken, and to which he muft return. And 
as the great World mutt be diflolved and _purify’d by 
Fire, 2 Pet. 3. 10. and 1 Cor. 15. 25. evenrfo muft 
Man, and God is the great Chymift that ‘can alone 
extract a new World out of the Old, and new Spi- 
ritual Bodies from the Old natural Bodies, Theff.

God’s 
RAgeNNS Worl cs, And for omy Part, I know not

one that ever went thither, and came back to give - 


_ any account of the Number of Miles ; for I believe the 
Soul, or Spirit that goes that Way, pafles as {wift as
